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Suspect Nabbed 
After Fatal Shooting 
FORT WAYNE, Ind. (UPI) — Two suspects were 
arrested Tuesday, less than an hour after a part-owner of 
a service station was shot to death in view of his family as 
he confronted two armed bandits Police identified the 
victim as Weston Hager, 47, who was shot down as he 
crossed the driveway of the service station to confront the 
bandits. 
Held on preliminary charges of armed robbery and 
aggravated assault and battery w ere Henry H. 
Huntsman, 33, and David L. Williams, 22, both of Fort 
Wayne. Bonds were set at $150,000 each. 
Officials said Huntsman stabbed himself three times 
in the chest with a pen while being processed by police. 
His wounds were not believed serious. Authorities said he 
had been given the pen by police to sign his name. 
Two bandits confronted an attendant at the service 
station and began emptying the cash register when a car 
containing two men pulled up for gasoline. The two men 
were forced into the station and were robbed by the 
gunmen, police said. 
Then Hager arrived, in his car. Leaving his family 
behind, he got out, carrying a handgun, and started across 
the drive, but was shot twice in the chest and was dead at 
the scene. 
Officials said the bandits then fled in their car. 
The fleeing car was spotted entering Fort Wayne. 
Allen County and Fort Wayne city police found it parked 
in front of an east side house, and converged on the 
residence. 
Police said they found the two men hiding in an attic, 
and seized them after a strugle However, no shots were 
fired. 
Both Huntsman and Williams apparently had been in 
the Fort Wayne area only a short time. Huntsman had a 
Houston, Tex., address, and Williams was from Forlorn, 
Miss.

The Cost of Living Council 
requires the stickers so the 
driver will know how much, 
he is paying; but the sticker, 
also carry in one corner the 
octane rating for the fuel 
Octane is the anti-knock 
q u ality of g aso lin e.

general, if an engine knocks 
or “ pings,’ a higher octane 
gas will take care of the prob 
lem. Too much knock even 
tually could dam age the 
engine. 
Buying a higher octane 
gasoline than the engine 
needs is simply a waste oí 
money, however 
It doesn’t 
improve mileage or make the 
car run better. 
Make Octane ( ’heck 
The formula used on the 
stickers rates octane from a 
high of 96 to a low of about 86 
This m ay be co n fu sin g 
because a previously used 
system sometimes mentioned 
in car owner manuals rated 
octane from 98 to 100 
Manuals that come with the 


newest model cars, however, 
are changing to the same 
system used on the pumps 
The most 
fre q u e n tly 
suggested wav to figure out 
the best rating for your car is 
to start buying gasoline wiih 
lower octane than you are 
now using, and keep going 
down until the car develops a 
knock. Then go hack up to the 
next higher grade 
Running a car through one 
or two tanks of gas with a 
knock isn’t going to harm the 
engine. It’s long term ex­ 
posure that could cause prob­ 
lems. 
If you find the right octane 
number four your car, then 
— at least in theory —you can 
comparison shop to try to find 


a brand with the same rating 
for less money 
In recent 
months, of course, many 
Americans have been too 
busy trying to find a place to 
buy gas, and haven't been 
able to shop that much 
Engines Change 
Tn? Federal Energy Office 
claims that buying gasoline 
with a higher octane rating 
than needed is a waste of 
crude oil, since higher octane 
gasoline requires more crude 
oil in the rehning process 
One other point An engine 
can change over the years, so 
the octane rating you started 
out with may not he valid to 
day In general, older engines 
require higher octane 
If you shop at a store that 


honors Am erican Express 
credit cards, you may he able 
to get a discount for paying 
cash. Whether you do de­ 
pends on the store's policy 
But since early May, Ameri 
can Express has been telling 
the businesses using its cards 
that it’s okay for them to giv« 
such d isco u n ts 
buyers 
A m erican Express p re ­ 
viously outlawed such dis 
counts It agreed to drop the 
ban as part of an out-of court 
settlement reached with Con 
sumers Union which sued it, 
challenging the provision 
The discount you may nou 
be able to get for paying cash 
is the amount of money the 
business has to pay American 
Express for the ormlege of 


doing credit business with it 
A credit sale of $100, for ex 
ample, may see 5 per cent 
— $5 —going to American Ex­ 
press A cash customer buy­ 
ing the same $100 item 
should, in theory, be able to 
get it for $95 
That, of course, is up to the 
cash 
store. In any case it doesn't 
hurt to ask 


A reader in Chatsworth, 
III , writes “ I bought an SCM 
adding machine six years ago 
and used it only for farm ac­ 
count purposes It was used 
only monthly and only by 
myself —so it was not abused. 
“ The machine won t work 
now and every repairman 
I’ve taken it to won t touch it 
I wrote to the repair address 


on the machine hut that came 
back ‘moved.’ The machine 
only cost $70 — hut it seems to 
me that it’s not worth that 
SCM Corp. seems to agree 
you shouldn’t be having that 
kind of trouble. We've passed 
your letter on and they said 
they would investigate.
